Health Authority 5 is actively recruiting new doctors for the 
Didsbury area after Dr. Moestert of Carstairs and Dr. Lui of Dids- 
bury handed in letters of resignation to the body. 

The work load for the remaining two doctors in the area will 
be increased, said A1 Martin, CEO of Health Authority 5, but 
that they are looking at how they can make things easier in the 
interim while other doctors are being sought. 

"Certainly things will be more stressful for the remaining doc¬ 
tors," said Martin, adding the Rural Locum program, which places 
rural doctors in an area of need over a short term period is being 
sought. He did say the program requires some notice in order to 
be utilized, something the Health Authority didn't have after the 
resignations. 

Martin said one of the first things the health authority did en 
route to finding a new doctor was to consult Dr. Puts of the 
College Green Medical Clinic to see if he had anyone in mind for 
the job. 

The Alberta College of Physicians has also been made aware 
that doctors are being sought for the area. Martin said the com¬ 
munity of doctors is fairly small and it takes little time for word 
to spread there are vacancies somewhere else. 

In the last 10 to 15 years it has been a challenge for rural 
areas to keep their doctors, said Martin citing heavy work sched¬ 
ules and having to be on call for hospital duties as barriers to 
finding a lot of interest for the positions. He said most physi¬ 
cians that graduate in Alberta tend to go to the urban centres 
and that often rural health authorities will look to other coun¬ 
tries to recruit doctors to the area. 

One of the main recruiting grounds is South Africa. Incen¬ 
tives are offered to bring them into rural areas. Health Author¬ 
ity 5 will offer a physician a payment after six months and one 
year. Martin said he couldn't disclose how much was in the pay¬ 
ment but that it was a significant amount. The Health Authority 
will also supply a moving allowance and will give on-going sup¬ 
port for medical education. 

South African doctors are ideal for rural areas as they are 
well-trained and usually are skilled in dealing with trauma - as 
that is something they saw often in their country. 

"Typically it takes about three months to get everything in 
order to recruit an out-of-country doctor," said Martin. 

The challenge to keep doctors in local areas has become more 
prevalent in the last 10 to 15 years. Rural areas have become 
busier in that time as populations have grown. 

Martin said that although turnover in doctors has been high 
in the Didsbury area, Health Authority 5 has been successful in 
recruiting doctors and maintaining them in other areas.

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Once again Didsburians have opened their hearts to those 
in need at Christmas time. 

The supply has so far outlasted the need in the Didsbury

"The giving aspect of the program makes a person feel great," 
she said. "To see there are a number of people who want to do 
something like this during the Christmas season is so refresh¬ 
ing.” 

Hagel said the reactions that are received when knocking 
on a door have made the program more than worthwhile. She 
said for the most part the families don’t know that something 
has been prepared for them as they were nominated for the 
program by friends or family that knew they were in need. 
Family Liaison workers at school are also approached by the 
program in order to find families that need the help at Christ¬ 
mas time. 

"No one has ever turned the package away. Everyone has 
been receptive and thankful," said Hagel, who said handing 
out Christmas packages the first year was a rewarding expe¬ 
rience.

Environment anti agriculture important to County

The agriculture sector is 
looking at ways of becoming 
more environmentally sensi¬ 
tive and an application for 
three year funding from Al¬ 
berta Environment’s Envi¬ 
ronmentally Sustainable Ag¬ 
riculture Program (AESA) 
will help producers in Moun¬ 
tain View County do just 
that. 

The grant application being 
submitted by the county on 
behalf of the Mountain View 
Waterways Restoration 
Group is designed to provide 
education and extension work 
in the county promoting en¬ 
vironmentally sustainable 
farming practices. 


The three year program 
will look at addressing three 
main issues, sustainable graz¬ 
ing and riparian manage¬ 
ment, nutrient management 
and responsible pest manage¬ 
ment. 

Setting up eco-sensitive 
practices in those three areas 
will go a long way in protect¬ 
ing local watersheds and as¬ 
sist in recovering riparian 
(biomass surrounding water¬ 
ways) areas within the 
county. 

It is hoped that by the end 
of the three years producers 
in Mountain View County will 
be considered leaders in plan¬ 
ning and the implementation 
of environmental farm plans. 

Through eco-sensitive 


farming practices producers 
can decrease the chances of 
contaminate entering local 
streams from sources such as 
manure, pesticides and live¬ 
stock feeding along riparian 
areas. 

In year one of the program, 
which is proposed for 2002/ 
2003, the application men¬ 
tions seven activities that 
will kick off the initiative. 

Year one centers around in¬ 
formation gathering, staff 
and producer training and 
educating producers about al¬ 
ternative, environmentally 
sensitive farm plans that will 
work for local ranches and 
intensive livestock opera¬ 
tions. 

Year two will continue the 


education and training that 
was began in year one and 
producers will be assisted in 
developing, designing and im¬ 
plementing environmentally 
sensitive farm plans. 

In the final year the work 
on the alternative farming 
practices will be finished, 
tours of the sites will be con¬ 
ducted and an evaluation of 
how successful the program 
was will ensue. 

Funding for the $354,000 
initiative is being made pos¬ 
sible by a number of partners 
including. Cows and Fish, Al¬ 
berta Public Lands, Foothills 
Forage Association, Grey Wolf 
Forage Association, Alberta 
Agriculture, PFRA, Ducks 
Unlimited, Alberta Conserva¬ 


tion Association, adjacent 
rural municipalities and Wa¬ 
tershed groups. 

Through those partner¬ 
ships $183,000 has been 
raised. 

Mountain View County is 
contributing $28,700 to the 
project a majority through 
the use of administration 
services and office space and 
the remaining $143,000 is 
what the AESA grant will 
hopefully cover. 

The Mountain View Water¬ 
ways Restoration Group is 
made-up of local producers 
and other interested parties 
who are aimed at increasing 
awareness and developing 
strategies to improve the con¬ 
dition of local watersheds. 
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With Christmas right around the corner many are getting 
their shopping done and gifts wrapped in the hopes of making 
Christmas special for someone else. 

But many Didsburians should be proud of the efforts they 
have put forward already this month as they have made Christ¬ 
mas better for someone else.

An unusual event took place when I worked at an Inner 
City Mission. My co-worker and I, together with another 
friend, had planned to have a special Christmas Dinner with 
all the trimmings for three of the men who pretty regularly 
helped around the Mission, especially during the Christmas 
season. The dinner went well. 

Soon after, these men invited us to the ‘Ice Capades' to 
show their appreciation. We accepted the invitation. They 
had even hired a cab to take us and return us to the church 
afterwards. 

The Monday morning following, I arrived at the Mission, 
and was met at the door by an R.C.M.P. officer. He produced 
a picture of one of the men we had been with, asking if I 
could identify the man. Of course I could, and gave his name. 
Another alias as it turned out. This man was wanted in a 
number of provinces for major offences as assault, rape, break 
and entry to name a few. 

The officer asked if we would have any idea of where he 
could be headed, and we informed him. He was later picked 
up, formally charged and sent to prison, where soon after he 
took his life in his prison cell. 

This was a very traumatic experience, as we had learned 
to trust him as a friend who was trying to get on his feet. 

Many times we meet people with very deep needs. Can we

To spend or not to spend 


As with every federal 
budget, a veritable buffet of 
advice is on display for federal 
finance minister Paul Martin to 
feast upon. And in this post-Sep¬ 
tember Ilth world, a good 
many of the dishes on offer are 
of the spending, big-ticket, 
megaproject spending variety. 
While most Canadians ac¬ 
knowledge the need for an in¬ 
creased (read: more money) fo¬ 
cus on public and national se¬ 
curity, prudence and valued 
purchases in this field should 
still rule the day. 

As for the other tempting 
meals being cooked up by a 
hodgepodge of economists as¬ 
sembled by the CCPA (Cana¬ 
dian Centre for Policy Alterna¬ 
tives, $11 billion in spending) 
and more recently, CATA's (the 
Canadian Advanced Technol¬ 
ogy Alliance) proposal for $10 
billion of stimulus (over half of 
this in direct corporate welfare 
to biotech and technology com¬ 
panies, YIKES ! ) ... Mr. Mar¬ 
tin would do well to follow 
every mother's advice, “take a 
deep breath, and push away 
from the table still feeling a lit¬ 
tle hungry.” 

Indeed, once public security 
concerns are addressed in next 
Monday's budget, that should 
be it for government dining at 
taxpayer expense. There are a 
variety of reasons why this 
spend-only-on-security diet 
should be followed. 

To start, the U.S. National 


Bureau of Economic Research 
has confirmed that the Ameri¬ 
can economy is in recession. It 
has been in recession since 
March. 

Given our reliance on the 
U.S. economy (87% of our ex¬ 
ports go south, over $1 billion 
every day), it is safe to say that 
we are in a recession as well. 
Indeed, two major Canadian 
banks have said as much. 

The last time a government 
tried to spend its way out of a 
recession it was the early 1990s 
and the Bob Rae administration 
was ruining Ontario. Running 
$10 billion a year deficits (20% 
of Ontario’s entire budget) was 
a disaster and partly explains 
why the U.S recession of the 
period only lasted four months 
while Canada's sketched over 
two years . . . Ontario dragged 
the rest of the Canadian 
economy down with it. 

Japan has been trying to 
'prime the pump" to kickstart 
its lagging economy since 1993 
spending over $ 1.1 trillion (bul¬ 
let trains to nowhere, a tunnel 
under Tokyo Bay, etc.) on pub¬ 
lic works projects. In 1996 
alone, the stimulus package 
was 4% of annual GDP The 
result: marginal gains. 

It wasn't until the Japanese 
government started controlling 
expenditures and cutting taxes 
at the turn of this century that 
the economy started to show 
marked signs of recovery from 
its decade long slump as a re¬ 


sult of the Tokyo real-estate 
crash in the late 1980s. So Min¬ 
ister Martin must meet public 
security priorities while still 
balancing the budget, respect¬ 
ing his tax cuts schedule and 
socking away more money for 
debt reduction. He must ensure 
that overall program spending 
is reined in, and grows no 
faster than inflation and popu¬ 
lation growth. And given the 
focus on security (the military, 
CSIS, RCMR etc.), this should 
translate into spending cuts to 
corporate welfare, regional de¬ 
velopment agencies, and 
multicultural programs. 

Is this doable? Absolutely! 
This week's report from Audi¬ 
tor General Sheila Fraser 
points to some $16.5 billion in 
discretionary government pro¬ 
grams (read: politically influ¬ 
enced, pork-barrel, vote-buying 
vehicles) that need to be moni¬ 
tored and evaluated. The CTF 
advocates shutting down many 
of these initiatives entirely. It 
is not a question of better man¬ 
agement; it's a question of as¬ 
sessing the proper role of gov¬ 
ernment. 

This brings us full circle to 
our Hamlet word play, to spend 
or not to spend? The proper 
choice, indeed the only choice 
is to govern. And to govern, the 
Liberals must shelve any big- 
ticket spending ideas.

WILD ROSE REPORT 


Canadian Airline Industry is a mess , says MP

Simply put the airline in¬ 
dustry in Canada is a mess. 
Since the Liberal government 
came to power, Canjet, 
Canada 3000, Canadian Air¬ 
lines, Greyhound Roots, 
Royal and Vistajet have all 
declared bankruptcy or been 
taken over by other compa¬ 
nies. 

The current Transport 
Minister, David Collenette 
has proven to be an abysmal 
failure with this portfolio. 
After the September 11 at¬ 
tacks he gave $100 million to 
Air Canada to cover its ex¬ 
penses for the two and half 
days that the skies were 
closed. Ironically, days later 
Air Canada launched its dis¬ 
count carrier Tango which 
competed with Canada 3000 
on virtually all of Canada 
3000's routes. The head of 
Canada's Competition Bureau 
now says Tango was anti-com¬ 


petitive and designed to run 
Canada 3000 out of business. 
The Transport Minister sim¬ 
ply should have made it a con¬ 
dition of the $100 million to 
Air Canada that they not 
launch Tango and destroy do¬ 
mestic air competition with 
taxpayer's money. With 
Canada 3000 now out of the 
way. Air Canada has an¬ 
nounced plans to expand the 
Tango program and thereby 
destroy competition in Cana¬ 
da's skies even further 

With the attacks of Septem¬ 
ber 11 and now the bank¬ 
ruptcy of Canada 3000, Cana¬ 
dians are worried more than 
ever about air travel. Accord¬ 
ing to a Globe and Mail sur¬ 
vey, two-thirds of passengers 
are afraid that an airline they 
plan to use will go bankrupt 
leaving them stranded, and 
another poll has shown that 
78% of Canadians think that 
air marshals are a necessary 
measure in order to make 


them feel safe. 

With Canadians looking 
for some reassurances the 
Transport Minister intro¬ 
duced Bill C-42, the Public 
Safety Act, this week. The 
pre-introduction spin on this 
bill led Canadians to believe 
that we would be seeing air 
marshals, reinforced cockpit 
doors, tighter regulations for 
airport security and meas¬ 
ures concerning cargo and 
baggage screening. 

Instead the bill was filled 
with half measures delegat¬ 
ing even more authority to 
the Transport Minister to 
implement whatever he de¬ 
sires, whenever he desires. 
Once again the Liberals have 
utterly and completely 
missed the mark as far as 
providing Canadians with 
true air security. 

The loss of Canada 3000 
has put roughly 4,400 Cana¬ 
dians out of work, and will 
leave tens of thousands of 
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New Meridian Dam will increase 
costs to farmers in the area 


Dear Editor, 

I hoped that the building of 
dams on the rivers of Alberta 
was finally over following all 
the turbulence surrounding 
the controversial dam on the 
Old Man River. So imagine 
my surprise when I found out 
recently that feasibility stud¬ 
ies are proceeding for another 
huge barrage on the South 
Saskatchewan River in 
Southern Alberta. 

Over one kilometre long 
and 74 meters high and at an 
estimated cost of 1. 5 billion 
dollars, the proposed Merid¬ 
ian Dam would have a simi¬ 
lar design to the Old Man 
Dam, but its reservoir would 
be seven times longer, 
stretching south from Em¬ 
press to Medicine Hat, flood¬ 
ing one of the deepest natu¬ 
ral canyons in the Canadian 
Prairies and destroying vital 
habitat for several species of 
plants and animals unique to 
Southern Alberta. 

Even though several inter¬ 
est groups are excited about 
this project it appears at this 
stage to have no discernible 
merit. 

In fact the only group in 
any position benefit immedi¬ 
ately would be the construc¬ 
tion companies who would 
build the dam. 

The Meridian Dam is not 
designed to produce electrical 
power and it is not suitable 
for irrigation since the sur¬ 
rounding land is very sandy 
and a large stretch of the west 
bank belongs to the Canadian 
military at CFB Suffield. 


Also, when the reservoir is 
full, the top of the water will 
be about 50 meters below the 
height of the banks so any ir¬ 
rigation water would have to 
be pumped up to the prairie, 
increasing the cost to farm¬ 
ers. Maybe that $1.5 billion 
should be used to help all 
farmers in other, more direct 
ways. 

This dam is not planned to 
prevent flooding. If anything, 
it will cause a lack of water 
downstream. Ten years after 
construction, when the can¬ 
yon is at last full of water, 
Saskatoon, the City of 


Bridges, is likely to have no 
more than a trickle of water 
in its riverbed. 

Maybe holding back the 
water is the sole motive for 
this project. Maybe fifteen or 
twenty years from now the 
citizens of the United States 
will have run out of moisture 
to keep their desert golf 
courses green. 

Then they will have Cana¬ 
dian water to buy and pro¬ 
spective investors in the Me¬ 
ridian dam will finally get 
their reward.

Didsbury RCMP warn about telephone scam 


A local incident of telephone 
fraud has Didsbury RCMP 
warning businesses not to wire 
money to individuals claiming 
to be police in another part of 
the country. 

In a Business Watch release. 
Staff Sgt. Ron Platz warns 
about a local incident and says 
Canadian police do not set up 
stings over the phone. 

A local business received a 
collect call from a male who 
said he was with Vancouver 
RCMP and that they were in¬ 


vestigating two individuals 
who were scamming and de¬ 
frauding seniors by getting 
them to send money to West¬ 
ern Union where they picked 
it up. 

The individual then stated 
that they had 1 of the men in 
custody and they were attempt¬ 
ing to trap the other man. They 
wanted the local business 
owner to send some money to 
Western Union in the name of 
their suspect (who he did not 
offer) so that they could track 


his activity when he picked up 
the money and then arrest him. 

The local business owner ad¬ 
vised the caller that she was not 
prepared to send her money to 
Western Union, if he wanted to 
send her some she would then 
forward it on his behalf. 

RCMP Didsbury would like 
to make the business commu¬ 
nity aware that this is not the 
practice of law enforcement 
agencies anywhere across 
Canada. 

“We do not ‘solicit’ money 


from businesses over the 
phone. If we are seeking the 
assistance of the public in trac¬ 
ing activities of individuals, we 
would be coming and talking to 
you in person. If North Vancou¬ 
ver RCMP or Vancouver City 
Police required our assistance, 
they would go through our of¬ 
fice and we would approach the 
business or public,” stated 
Platz in the Business Watch 
release. “Please be very wary 
of any solicitations for funds 
over the phone. If it doesn’t 


sound right, doesn’t feel right, 
it probably is not right. 

“As in the buyer beware sce¬ 
nario, protect your assets and 
money by asking lots of ques¬ 
tions until you are absolutely 
satisfied that the cause is legiti¬ 
mate.” 

If you have any questions, 
or if you are approached in the 
same manner as above, or in 
person from individuals that 
don’t appear legit, please call 
your local police force and pass 
on any information you gain. 


FEDERAL POLITICS 

Liberals’ Dictatorial Parliamentary System alive and well-MP 


Myron Thompson, Member 
of Parliament for Wild Rose 
says that the actions of the Lib¬ 
eral government the past two 
weeks are typical of the un¬ 
democratic and dictatorial par¬ 
liamentary system we are cur¬ 
rently living under. 

"The Liberal government in¬ 
voked closure this week on Bill 
C-36, the anti-terrorism bill. It 
single-handedly ruled out any 
further revisions to the bill and 
put it on a fast track toward 
legislation. This was probably 
the most important piece of leg¬ 
islation in the past 50 years and 
the Liberals decided to slam the 
door before we could ensure the 
legislation provided true safety 
and security for all Canadians," 
said Thompson. 

"This was the 73rd time since 
the Liberal's came to power that 
they voted to shut down debate. 
They are undermining democ¬ 
racy at every turn, even against 
their own backbenchers. The 


dissent was spreading against 
Bill C-36 and they had to slam 
the door before it spread," stated 
Thompson. 

Earlier this week the Offi¬ 
cial Opposition condemned the 
Liberal government's reluc¬ 
tance to quickly bring forth leg¬ 
islation that would ban human 
cloning in Canada. The rebuke 
came after a report that a US 
firm had, for the first time, suc¬ 
cessfully cloned a human em¬ 
bryo. 

"It was over seven years ago 
that the government promised 
legislation to deal with the 
whole issue of reproductive 
cloning and we still have seen 
nothing. With 90 r /< of Canadi¬ 
ans opposed to human cloning 
and now that human cloning 
is a reality, what is the hold up 
for this government? Why are 
we always playing catch up, 
why are we not pro-active when 
these issues come along," ques¬ 
tioned Thompson. 


"Its time for parliament to 
catch up with the scientific com- 
munity. The warning bell is 
ringing and the government is 
ignoring it," said Thompson. 

Furthermore, in a vote last 
week in the Environment Com¬ 
mittee that would have ensured 
proper protection of species at 
risk in Canada, the Liberals de¬ 
feated a move by the Official 
Opposition to ensure full com¬ 
pensation for landowners who 
will be asked to endure finan¬ 
cial hardship for protecting spe¬ 
cies on their lands. 

"The Canadian Alliance has 
argued from day one that for 
species to thrive in this coun¬ 
try landowners must receive 
proper support for protecting 
these species. The Liberal’s 
voted against our amendment 
and now people and endangered 
species will suffer as a result," 
stated Thompson.

sured that people would receive 
fair and reasonable compensa¬ 
tion for economic losses suf¬ 
fered because of the application 
of regulations under Bill C-5 
the Species at Risk Act.

Didsburian presented with nursing scholarship

Heather Laslo finds it hard 
to believe that one day she will 
get paid for something she loves 
doing so much. 

Laslo. an Olds Koinonia 
graduate, is currently attend¬ 
ing Trinity Western University 
in Langley, British Columbia 
and in two years time will have 
achieved her degree in Nursing. 
But she didn’t have to wait that 
long to make a difference in the 
Town she grew up in or to find 
success in her field. 

After being a Volunteen at 
the Didsbury hospital from 
Grade 10 to 12, Laslo volun¬ 
teered her time for three-month 
periods the summer before she 
started University and the 
summer after her first year. 

And recently she has been 
rewarded for her hard work 
and was awarded the Gaye Ross 
Memorial Scholarship. 

Laslo wrote an essay, as part 
of the requirements for the 
award about why she wants to 
be a nurse. The result was a 
$1,000 to put towards her edu¬ 
cation. 

But the award also had 
meaning to her family as well. 
Her parents grew up in 
Drumheller where Gaye Ross, 
a nurse who recently died of 
cancer, worked and lived. 
Laslo’s mother and father 
knew the nurse that made such 
a difference in her community. 

"That made it special for me," 
said Laslo. 

Gaye Ross was a registered 
Nurse who dedicated her nurs¬ 
ing career to the Drumheller 
community. She graduated 
from Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital in 1959 and worked for the 
Victorian Order of Nurses in 
Vancouver and at the Calgary 
General before moving to 
Drumheller.

The Gaye Ross memorial 
Scholarship has been awarded 
on an annual basis since 1998. 

Laslo's experiences in nurs¬ 
ing have been beneficial to her¬ 
self and others so far. She is 
quick to credit the staff at the 
Didsbury hospital for helping 
her in her career choice. 

"My experience at the hospi¬ 
tal has been absolutely essen¬ 
tial. 1 have experienced great 


joy in helping the elderly and 
have learned a lot from them." 

It was at the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital where the 19-year-old re¬ 
alized why she wanted to be¬ 
come a nurse. 

"It’s mostly because of the 
people. I love the people. The 
fact that you can touch a per¬ 
son where they are hurting ..." 

The education Laslo is re¬ 
ceiving at Trinity Western also 


fall in with her religious val¬ 
ues. She considers that to be 
extremely important and is hop¬ 
ing she will be able to use the 
skills she is learning in a mis¬ 
sion or cross-cultural environ¬ 
ment sometime after she gradu¬ 
ates. 

When she finally settles 
down into a consistent job she 
would like to work in a mater¬ 
nity environment, but adds 


nursing offers a variety of ex¬ 
periences and opportunities. 

"Nursing allows you to work 
in so many different areas," she 
said.

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QUESTION: Eve ryone knows that divorce is tough 
on children. What about parent-child separation that 
occurs for reasons other than divorce? Is the pain any 
less intense for kids when a parent has a good reason to 
be away? 

DR. DOBSON: Research confirms that the conse¬ 
quences of any parent-child separation can be severe. In 
one study of fathers whose jobs required them to be away 
from their families for long periods of time, the children 
tended to experience numerous negative reactions, includ¬ 
ing anger, rejection, depression, low self-esteem and, com¬ 
monly, a decline in school performance. Those findings 
have been confirmed in other contexts as well. Some of 
those conclusions were presented at a White House con¬ 
ference at which I spoke a few years ago. The other 
speaker was Dr. Armand Nicholi, professor of psychiatry 
at Harvard University. That day, Dr. Nicholi explained 
how family circumstances that make parents inaccessi¬ 
ble to their children produce some of the same effects as 
divorce itself. Cross-cultural studies make it clear that 
parents in the United States spend less time with their 
children than almost any other nation in the world. For 
decades, millions of fathers have devoted themselves ex¬ 
clusively to their occupations and activities away from 
home. 

More recently, mothers have joined the work force in 
huge numbers, rendering themselves exhausted at night 
and burdened with domestic duties on weekends. The 
result: No one is at home to meet the needs of millions of 
lonely preschoolers and latchkey children. Dr. Nicholi 
expressed regret that his comments would make many 
parents feel uncomfortable and guilty. However, he felt 
obligated to report the facts as he saw them. Most impor¬ 
tant (arfd the point of his address), Dr. Nicholi stressed 
the undeniable link between the interruption of parent- 
reliktonships and the*escalation of psychiatric prob- 
^Tems tFiat we were then seeing, and that are even more 
pronounced today. If the numbers of dysfunctional fami¬ 
lies and absentee parents continued to escalate, he said, 
serious national health problems were inevitable. One- 
half of all hospital beds in the United States at that time 
were taken up by psychiatric patients. That figure could 
hit 95 percent if the incidence of divorce, child abuse, 
child molestation and child neglect continued to soar. In 
that event, Dr. Nicholi said, we would also see vast in¬ 
creases in teen suicide, already up more than 300 per¬ 
cent in 25 years, and drug abuse, crimes of violence and 
problems related to sexual disorientation. I have reason 
to understand a measure of the pain spoken of by Dr. 
Nicholi. I experienced it when I was 6 years old. My 
mother and father left me with my aunt for six months 
while they traveled. That last night together, I sat on my 
mother’s lap while she told me how much she loved me 
and that she and my father would come back for me as 
soon as they could. Then they drove away as the sun 
dropped below the horizon. I sat on the floor in the dark 
for an unknown period of time, fighting back the tears 
as depression engulfed me. That sorrowful evening was 
so intense that its pain can be recalled instantly today, 
more than five decades later. In short, even when parent- 
child separation occurs for valid reasons in a loving home, 
a boy or girl frequently interprets parental departure as 
evidence of rejection. If we have any choice in the mat¬ 
ter, we should not put them through that painful experi¬ 
ence. 


QUESTION: How should a person respond to some¬ 
one who is in denial? I have a very good friend whose 
wife is cheating on him, but he chooses not to see it. 
Should I make him face reality? 

DR. DOBSON: There is no blanket answer to that 
question, in view of all the thousands of specific situa¬ 
tions to which it could be applied. There are times when 
denial is the only link to sanity or stability, and it must 
be preserved. On other occasions, to break the bubble of 
illusion can be a loving thing. Either way, it is risky to 
awaken a dreamer. If the need for denial is intense, the 
individual will often lash out at the one who threatens 
its validity.

Breakfast and effective 
learning go hand in hand 

What are you eating in the morning? Anti your kills? 


There's a problem in our 
country. Over 1 million children 
don't get the nourishment they 
need to do well at school. 

Poor eating habits among 
children in Canada are a grow¬ 
ing concern in the classroom. 
There is no question that nu¬ 
trition and school performance 
are linked. 

Kids who don't eat breakfast 
can't concentrate," says 
Calgary cookbook author 
Cindy Chavich, "Children learn 
better when they have a full 
stomach." Study after study 
has concluded that children 
cannot learn to their potential 
when they're hungry or im¬ 
properly nourished. Parents 
have the greatest influence on 
children's eating habits. Our 
children need to make sure they 
have the opportunity to eat be¬ 
fore school. Eating breakfast as 
a family at least occasionally, 


sets a great example. "If you 
don't eat breakfast it's very dif¬ 
ficult to get the fibre and nu¬ 
trients you need in the day," 
says Chavich. 

And without breakfast, 
blood glucose - the only source 
of energy for the brain - heads 
downhill. Studies show that 
kids who eat breakfast score 
higher on tests. 

If you skip breakfast and get 
hungry around 10 or 11 in the 
morning, you can likely buy a 
muffin or bagel at a nearby cof¬ 
fee shop. 

But school children do not 
have that opportunity. Without 
breakfast, children might de¬ 
velop a headache and feel nau¬ 
seated, irritable and sluggish. 
How can they possibly do their 
best at school? 

To learn well, children need 
to eat well. We need to guaran¬ 
tee a smart start in life for all 


our children. Ensuring they 
have a healthy breakfast and 
lunch sets children on the path 
to a healthy day. Nutrition be¬ 
gins at home but continues at 
school. 

BREAKFAST FOR LEARN¬ 
ING, Canadian Living Founda¬ 
tion was formed in 1992 to ad¬ 
dress the needs of hungry chil¬ 
dren across Canada.

Sunset on the Past 


Doctorate in history well-earned by former Didsburian

Sometimes life’s best re¬ 
wards are those that are also 
worth waiting for...Consider 
the accomplishments of 
Heather Devine, for example. 

After diligently studying and 
researching the development of 
aboriginal ethnic identities and 
metis ethnicity for the past 
eight years, Heather Devine 
can now be proudly heralded 
Dr. Devine. 

“She sure has worked hard 
on it,” says Heather’s mother, 
Mary Devine. 

“...there’s so much research 
and writing involved - just 
pages and pages of documenta¬ 


tion. 

“It's really quite amazing to 
look at and read through.” 

Heather Devine was born in 
Didsbury and attended the first 
three grades of school here be¬ 
fore moving to the Peace River 
district where she graduated 
from grade 12 before moving to 
Edmonton to pursue a Bachelor 
degree in Education at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

“After that she went on to 
get her Masters in Education 
and begin teaching...but it was 
never really where her heart 
was. The classroom setting of 
grade schools just weren’t what 


Heather envisioned so she went 
on to try to get her doctorate.” 

Heather researched her the¬ 
sis based on the genealogy and 
migration of the Desjarlais fam¬ 
ily across Canada in both Ed¬ 
monton (U of A) and Calgary 
(U of C). 

“Her study traced the devel¬ 
opment of one Canadian fam¬ 
ily, the Desjarlais, with regard 
to their aboriginal ethnic iden¬ 
tity, in general, and their metis 
ethnicity, in part,” explains 
Mary Devine. 

“...it’s really a fascinating 
piece of work.” 

Heather Devine was 


awarded her Ph.D. in History: 
Aboriginal and Ethnic specialty 
on November 15th. The accom¬ 
plishment marks Heather as 
the first doctor on both sides 
of the Devine family. “We’re so 
proud of what all of our daugh¬ 
ters have accomplished in their 
careers. 

“My other two daughters are 
both teachers and now Heather 
hopes to get a job at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary as a profes¬ 
sor of history.

Critical teacher- 
board talks resume 
Thursday 


by Dan Singleton 


Mediated talks between the Chinook’s Edge school division 
and its 600 teachers are set to resume in Innisfail on Thursday 
after more than a month’s delay. 

Failure to reach an agreement during the upcoming talks could 
bring teachers much closer to strike action. 

The members of the Alberta Teachers Association (ATA) local 
#17 have been without a contract since August. They have not 
ruled out strike action to back contract demands. 

“We’ll meet on the 13th and then the mediator will decide 
whether to have another meeting or what to do,” said Bob 
Worsfoli., president of local #17. Should the mediator find the 
differences between the parties are too great, he or she could 
walk out, perhaps as early as Dec. 13. “We can’t take strike 
action until the mediator decides that they can’t reach success,” 
said Worsfold, an Olds high school teacher. “No action toward 
strike can be taken until that happens. It could happen at anytime 
with the mediator. He could decide we are too far apart and he 
can’t bring us to resolve.” 

Roy Brassard, Chinook’s Ed^e school division board chair, said 
he wants teachers to stay on the job. 

“I would hope we can come to an agreement, but it looks like 
the provincial scene is not at all positive,” said Brassard. “I can¬ 
not help but feel we are being overshadowed by the provincial 
situation. We’re not alone. I think the other school divisions in 
the province are in the same situation. We are hopeful this proc¬ 
ess of mediation will lead us to a local solution and ultimately a 
settlement.” 

The 12,000 student division includes schools in Sundre, Olds, 
Didsbury, Carstairs and Innisfail. Chinook’s Edge teachers asked 
for an Alberta Labour mediator on Nov. 5. 

The ATA is asking for a two-year wage increase of about 20 
per cent, while Alberta Education is countering with an offer of 
six per cent over two years. 

Asked if the Chinook’s Edge division can afford to give teach¬ 
ers a 20 per cent wage hike. Brassard replied, “we can’t begin to 
meet that level. We just don’t have the funds.” 

ATA president Larry Booi says if the province can afford to 
give nurses raises, it can afford to give teachers similar increases. 
“The government’s suggestion that they cannot afford to deal 
with the problems in the education sector in this wealthy prov¬ 
ince is completely untenable,” Booi told teachers in a recent presi¬ 
dent’s message. 

“Our government’s problem has not been in the ability to pay; 
rather, it is in its willingness to make needed investments.” 
Education Minister Dr. Lyle Oberg has said the province will 
continue to work with the ATA towards settlements. 
Besides wages, there are a series of other outstanding issues in 
Chinook's Edge, including classroom sizes, said Worsfold, who is 
also involved with ATA-government talks at the provincial level. 

“Basically we are looking for comparability with the healthcare 
workers,” said Worsfold. “The ATA is saying the government 
needs to put more money into education. It is under funded. We 
have had talks on that. 

“They (Chinook's Edge board) are put in a position with what 
we consider insufficient funds. We told them right from the start 
that our fight isn’t with the board this year, it is with the govern¬ 
ment.” 

Chinook’s Edge has not made an offer to the local ATA teach¬ 
ers, he explained. 

“That may happen at the next meeting (Dec. 13). The media¬ 
tor may ask them to make one,” he said, noting the ATA local 
made an offer to the board some time ago, but the board did not 
reply. 

“We have given the board a presentation. We expected a re¬ 
sponse but they didn’t give us one in writing. Basically they said 
they wanted to negotiate some other items before they got to 
money.” 

Should the mediator in Chinook’s Edge walk out, teachers 
would have to hold a strike vote and then give at least 72 hours 
notice before walking out.

The Alberta Ingenuity 
Fund has a new grant pro¬ 
gram for Alberta companies 
that rely on science or engi¬ 
neering research for a com¬ 
petitive edge. 

Grants for Ingenuity As¬ 
sociates help industry re¬ 
searchers acquire new re¬ 
search expertise. These 
grants support researchers 
with a recent Ph.D. while 
they gain advanced research 
experience in a university, 
college, technical institute, 
not-for-profit research centre 
or private company. Any of 
these organizations can 
sponsor a research associate 
and apply to the Alberta In¬ 
genuity Fund for support, or 
they can host a research as¬ 
sociate from another organi¬ 
zation by providing a men¬ 
tor and a lab where the re¬ 
search will take place. 

This means a private com¬ 
pany might apply on behalf 
of an employee or a re¬ 
searcher being recruited to 
the company for an 
associateship grant. The as¬ 
sociate could receive his ad¬ 
vanced research mentoring 
in the company lab or at a 
university, technical insti¬ 
tute or other eligible re¬ 
search centre. Some of the 
research may be conducted 
in an approved setting out¬ 
side of Alberta or Canada. 

"Our goal is to increase 
Alberta's base of excellent re¬ 
searchers by giving people 
with recent Ph.D.s the op¬ 
portunity to gain advanced 
research experience with ex¬ 
perts," says Dr. Bill Bridger, 
president of the Alberta In¬ 
genuity Fund. "We have in¬ 
tentionally structured the 
grants to assist some Alberta 
companies generating sci¬ 
ence and engineering-based 
innovations. We also antici¬ 
pate that these associates 
will facilitate increased col¬ 
laboration between academia 
and private industry." 

In the post-secondary edu¬ 
cational setting, an Ingenu¬ 
ity Associate Membership 
will most commonly support 
a recently-graduated Ph.D. 
undertaking post-doctoral 
studies. 

An Ingenuity 

Associateship Grant consists 
of a $40,000 annual stipend 
for two years, and an annual 
research allowance of up to 
$15,000. They will be 
awarded through a reviewed 
competition, using reviewers 
with expertise in relevant ar¬ 
eas of research. Twenty 
associateship grants will be 
funded in 2002, and 20 each 
year thereafter, so there will 
always be 40 associates in 
place. This is a commitment 
of $2.2 million every two 
years. 


Before you read my col¬ 
umn, I feel it is important 
that I introduce myself. My 
name is David Scott.

However, in August of 
1999, Daniel passed away 
from leukemia, and inevitably, 
without his expertise, we de¬ 
cided to close the shop. But 
just as one door closes, an¬ 
other opens. I had always had 
a strong personal interest in 
financial affairs and ap¬ 
proached Milton Sanders for 
some industry insight and 
possibly a job opportunity. 

Milt and I met several 
times and became increas¬ 
ingly aware of how close our 
personal philosophies were. 


We both saw the role of a fi¬ 
nancial advisor in terms of a 
coach-like relationship with 
the client rather than a dic¬ 
tator. We also shared a strong 
common belief in maintaining 
honesty, and integrity in busi¬ 
ness practices.

In my first two years, I wit¬ 
nessed several markets vary 
as much as 70% between 
their highs and lows.

These market corrections 
are part of a normal business 
cycle. 

2. Be pro-active and call 
your advisor. In every market 
downturn, there are excellent 
investment opportunities be¬ 
cause fund prices are deflated 
from oversold companies. 

3. If your investments are 
down, do not panic and pull 
your money out by selling 
your funds. Remember your 
time frame! Most investments 
are long term, and year to year 
performance has little effect 
on the big picture. Good solid 
investments such as market 
index funds have a history of 
performing well over the long 
term. Investment piece of 
mind is a valuable asset, 
therefore it is vitally impor¬ 
tant that you are comfortable 
with your investments and 
your advisors ability to pro¬ 
vide the information to reach 
that point.

Ensure your continued right to water for your farm

Many farmers know about 
the Water Act, and the legis¬ 
lation in it dealing with wa¬ 
ter rights and agricultural 
use. A number of farmers 
have registered their tradi¬ 
tional agriculture use - 
which is defined as water 
used for third purposes of 
raising animals and/or ap¬ 
plying pesticides. 

"Raising animals" can take 
a lot of water - for instance: 

Watering 50 cow-calf pairs 
for a year can require about 
219,000 gallons 

Watering 200 feeders aver¬ 
aging 900 pounds for a year 
can require about 511,000 
gallons 

Watering 40 Holstein milk 
cows for a year can require 
about 438,000 gallons 

Watering a 500 head far- 
row-to-finish hog operation 
for a year can require 
3,650,000 gallons. 

Applying pesticides can 
also use a lot of water - for 
example: Applying chemicals 
to 100 acres of crop can re¬ 
quire 5,000 gallons per appli¬ 
cation. 

In addition, household 
water use can also be dra¬ 
matic - for example: A family 
of 4 can use 87,600 gallons 
of water in a year for drink¬ 
ing water, cooking, sanita¬ 
tion, etc. Watering 2000 
square feet of lawn and gar¬ 
den for a summer can use 
6,000 gallons. 

According to Alberta En¬ 
vironment. to date there have 


been about 5700 traditional 
agriculture use registration 
applications for private land 
in the entire province. In 
Mountain View County, there 
have been approximately 350 
registration applications 
through Alberta Agriculture, 
and an unknown number di¬ 
rectly through Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment (Alberta Environ¬ 
ment does not file their reg¬ 
istrations by county) 

The deadline to register 
your traditional agriculture 
use is fast approaching De¬ 
cember 31, 2001. The per¬ 
centage of both Mountain 
View County and Alberta 
farmers who have registered 
so far appears quite low. 

Farmers are encouraged 
to register their traditional 
agriculture water use before 
the deadline. Here's why: 

Registration gives farmers 
the opportunity to protect 
their traditional agricultural 
water supplies today, in the 
event of future developments 
around them. Registration 
allows future generations to 
continue using the registered 
water for agricultural pur¬ 
poses.

Registration "grandfa¬ 
thers" their traditional use 
back to the date the water 
source was first used for ag¬ 
ricultural purposes. After 
December 31, the "opportu¬ 
nity to "grandfather,” the 
traditional use will be lost. 

Taking out a registration 
is a good business decision 
today because it protects 
your water supply from fu¬ 
ture development around 
you. 

It is also a good heritage 
decision, because by protect¬ 
ing your traditional agricul¬ 
tural water use, it allows fu¬ 
ture generations to continue 
using that water for agricul¬ 
tural purposes.

Local cowboys, lead by 
three-time Canadian bareback 
riding champion. Bill Boyd, of 
Olds and two-time Canadian 
bull riding champion Rob 
Bell. Of Water Valley, will 
share the world spotlight 
with Winter Sport athletes 
from around the world at the 
2002 Winter Olympics in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. 

Also included on the 40 
man Team Canada roster are 
team roper Travis Gallais, of 
Olds, bull rider, Kelly 
Armstrong, of Big Valley and 
bareback competitor Darrell 
Cholach, of Cochrane. 

The 2002 Winter Games 
Cultural Olympiad Rodeo will 
be included in the Olympiad 
cultural Sports Festival, ac¬ 
cording to an Olympic press 
release made on Thursday 
Dec. 6. 2001 in Salt Lake 
City. 

The three-day Professional 
Rodeo Cowboys’ Association 
rodeo will be held at the Davis 
Fair Park’s Legacy Centre 
from Feb. 9-11, 2002 during 
the Winter Olympic Games. 

“This is a tremendous op¬ 


portunity for the sport of ro¬ 
deo to play not only from au¬ 
diences from North America, 
but around the world,” said 
PRCA Commissioner Steven 
J. Hatchell. 

“The last time rodeo was 
included as part of the Win¬ 
ter Olympics was in 1988 at

The 2002 Winter Games 
Cultural Olympiad Rodeo will 
feature three performances 
with teams of five competitors 
each from the United States 
and Canada in the five major 
events, bareback riding, sad¬ 
dle bronc riding, bull riding, 
calf roping and steer wres¬ 
tling as well as ladies barrel 
racing and team roping. 

“It was a huge success last 
time in Calgary and I suspect 
this one will be even better as 
the organizers and competi¬ 
tors have been through it 
once before. 

“They know what to expect 
now,” said Bob Falkenberg, 
General Manager of the Ca¬ 


nadian Professional Rodeo 
Association. 

“Besides competing for a 
share of the $120,000 purse, 
they will be striving to bring 
home something even more 
precious, an Olympic medal,” 
noted five-time world cham¬ 
pion and the only triple med¬ 
allist in Calgary, Lewis Field 
of Elk Ridge, Utah. 

“The Calgary Olympic Ro¬ 
deo was a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity for me,” added 
Field, a member of the Pro 
Rodeo Hall Of Fame. 

Canada’s Olympic Rodeo 
team was chosen through a 
selection process, which in¬ 
cluded competition during the 
CPRA 2001 rodeo season. 

The team includes the 
CPRA season leader in each 
major event, 2001 Canadian 
Champions, 2001 aggregate 
winner in each major event at 
the 2001 Canadian Finals 
Rodeo and the top Canadian 
competitor in each of the five 
major events in the PRCA 
world standings at the con¬ 
clusion of the rodeo season 
prior to the National finals 
Rodeo scheduled in Las Vegas, 
Nevada from Dec. 6-17, 2001.
